SECURITY OFFICERS FOR THE HOLLYWOOD BUSINESS IMPROVEMENT 
DISTRICT / ANDREWS INTERNATIONAL 6801 HOLLYWOOD BLVD #169 LOS 
ANGELES, CA 90028 (323) 465-0122. 


INVESTIGATION: 

ON THE ABOVE DATE AND TIME, BID OFFICERS WERE ON PATROL IN THE 
7000 BLOCK OF HOLLYWOOD BLVD. AS OFFICERS VEHICLE DROVE PAST 
7080 HOLLYWOOD BLVD, OFFICERS ATTENTION WAS DIRECTED TO THE 
DEFENDANTS SITTING ON THE TWO FOOT WALL AT THE 
SIDEWALK.OFFICERS OBSERVED A BROWN PAPER BAG NEXT TO 
DEFENDANT DYER WITH A GREEN CAN PARTIALLY PROTRUDING FROM 
THE BAG. 

OFFICERS HAVE MADE NUMEROUS ARREST FOR DRINKING IN PUBLIC 
AND WERE AWARE THAT THIS IS A COMMON METHOD USED TO 
DISGUISE THE DRINKING OF ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGES IN PUBLIC. 
OFFICERS MADE A U-TURN AND STOPPED THEIR VEHICLE DIRECTLY 
ACROSS THE STREET FROM THE DEFENDANTS. OFFICERS OBSERVED 
DEFENDANT DYER PICK-UP THE BROWN PAPER BAG AND DRINK FROM 
THE CAN. DYER THEN PLACED THE BAG ON THE WALL NEXT TO HIM. 
OFFICERS ATTENTION WAS THEN DIRECTED TO DEFENDANT TILLER 
WHO WAS ALSO SEATED ON THE WALL. OFFICERS OBSERVED TILLER 
STAND-UP, WALK TO DYER LOCATION AND THEN PICKED UP THE BROWN 
PAPER BAG CONTAINING THE CAN. OFFICERS THEN OBSERVED THE 
TILLER DRINK FROM THE CAN. 
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OFFICERS BELIEVED THE BROWN PAPER BAG CONTAINED AN 
ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGE AND RADIOED FOR ANOTHER BID UNIT BEFORE 
APPROACHING THE DEFENDANTS. 

UPON THE ARRIVAL OF THE SECOND BID UNIT, OFFICERS APPROACHED 
AND CONTACTED THE DEFENDANT. 


AS OFFICERS CONTACTED THE DEFENDANTS, OFFICERS OBSERVED A 24 
OUNCE CAN OF MICKEYS MALT LAGER CLEARLY VISIBLE. PROTRUDING 
FROM THE BAG. THE CAN WAS IN THE EMPTY FLOWER BED BEHIND THE 
DEFENDANTS. OFFICERS RECOVERED THE BAG AND THE CAN AND 
OBSERVED THE CAN WAS EMPTY. 


OFFICERS ADVISED THE DEFENDANTS THAT IT WAS ILLEGAL TO 
CONSUME ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGES IN PUBLIC AND HAD OBSERVED 
THEM DRINKING. 

DEFENDANT DYER RESPONDED AND STATED “I WASN’T DRINKING THAT 
BEER.” 


DURING THE SUBSEQUENT CONVERSATION WITH THE DEFENDANTS, 
OFFICERS NOTED AN ODOR OF ALCOHOL ON BOTH DEFENDANTS 
BREATH. DEFENDANT TILLER BREATH WAS VERY STRONG WITH 
ALCOHOL. 


ARREST: 

BID OFFICER REYES ADVISED BOTH DEFENDANTS THAT PURSUANT TO 
837 P.C., THEY WERE BEING PLACED UNDEER PRIVATE PERSONS ARREST 
FOR 41.27(c) LAMC; DRINKING IN PUBLIC. 


BOOKING: 

THE DEFENDANTS WERE TRANSPORTED TO HOLLYWOOD STATION, 
LAPD. 

FOLLOWING A WANT AND WARRANT CHECK, DEFENDANT DYER WAS 
RFC’D # D64840 BY LAPD OFFICER MEDINA. AT FIRST DEFENDANT DYER 
REFUSED TO SIGN THE RFC. HOWEVER, AFTER SPEAKING WITH THE W/C, 
SGT. CALDARON, THE DEFENDANT SIGNED THE RFC AND WAS THEN 
RELEASED WITH THE APPROVAL OF THE W/C, SGT. CALDARON. 


LAPD WAS UNABLE TO VERIFY THE I.D. OF DEFENDANT TILLER. THE 
DEFENDANT WAS REMANDED TO LAPD. 


EVIDENCE: 
THE EMPTY MICKEYS CAN WAS DISPOSED OF A HOLLYWOOD STATION. 


INJURIES:
